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FARMERS' INSTITUTES 


(By Senator Timothy Bjirke) 


Farmers' institutes should not be abol- 


ished. They are schools of instruction for 
Ihat class of our business world which, is 
mostly vital-to all. Food is an absolute 
necessily. and the fertile acreage of the 
earth is limited. 
The producing of food 


is not only a business proposition but one 
of universal necessity. "When it is borne 
in mind 1 hat the average person must have 
food at least every five hours during the 
•waking period, the objective to produce 
Mifficient food becomes apparent. 
The 


tillers of the soil have a. duty to perform 
and also a profit to make, both are con- 
ceded without question. 


Education, which increases the volume 


of food at its minimum cost with a profit 
to the producer, is likewise a benefit to 
the consumer, which includes all human- 
ity. 
Agricultural education can to a 


large extent be transmitted through the 
medium of bulletins issued by both nation- 
al and state departments of and through 
the usual agricultural newspaper. How- 
ever, education, without discussion in 
many instances fails to fully illustrate 
the essentials of thought and 'action, 
nence, the school or institute. 


In the past, breeding, feeding, fertiliz- 


ation of soil, rotation of crops, eradication, 
of foul weeds, farm buildings and many 
other like subjects have been greatly ad- 
vanced through the medium of the so- 
called institute. 
These are the common 


schools of the farmer. To now say that 
they are no longer necessary will lead to 
the inference that agriculture has arrived 
at the pinnacle of development and the, 
goal of perfection after centuries has been 
reached. 


Conditions, however, do not bear out 


such a conclusion. By increased fertiliza- 
tion production, can be nearly doubled 
with the same amount of labor and the 
same cost. It costs no more to raise a 
pure bred calf than it does a low grade 
animal. Both must be very well fed in 
order to prosper, but the former starts 
out with breeding to its advantage. It 
therefore follows as a natural conse- 
quence that it costs no more to cultivate 
and seed an acre of land which produces 
50 and 60 bushels of oats per acre than 
il does 1o cultivate the a.cre which pro- 
duces only 30 bushels. 


But there is much to be/earned yet in 


farming. Too much acreage is cultivated 
which should bo used as pasture land un- 
til fertilized. Furthermore, considerable 
acreage is broken up and sown to small 
prains without proper drainage, thereby 
entailing a loss of seed and labor to the 
•tillrr. bringing forth in harvest time hard- 
ly the amount'of seed sown. 


The dairy industry in this state, is an- 


other phase of the situation in which 
there is an annual loss of millions grow- 
ing out of lack of proper care in the man- 
ufacture of tiutter: more than one half of 
[Wisconsin's output of butter is second 
grade, and of the balance probably two- 
fifths is third grade, leaving only about 
30 per cent of the whole, a high grade 
product. The reason:for this is that but- 
ter in most instances is no better than the 
poorest product which goes into the 


* churn. 
Cream is gathered promiscuous- 


ly from patrons giving sanitary and care- 
ful care, as well as from those whose 
<ream is separated by a machine, which 
probably has gone several days without 
having been scalded, and then' the cream 
is left in surroundings which further add 
to its contamination, awaiting only to be 
'dumped in with high grade sweet cream, 
thereby reducing the entire amount to a 
second grade product. 


In this manner, millions of dollars are 


lost to the farmers of Wisconsin each year 
and "Wisconsin butter is not in the class 
where it should belong. 
The separator 


has supplanted the "deep setting" cream, 


man nor nature has yet im.- 
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proved on butter made fr*m cream tak- 
en from thoso dorp, small cans which 
stood for a day in a tank of ice cold 
water. 


Surface drainage tiling and care of 


dairy products arc fertile fields for future 
development. 
In the meantime "Wiscon- 


sin is only in its infancy in agricultural 
development. 


COMMERCE AND HUMAN IDEALS

bassador Harvey and the Earl of Balfour 
on the British debt to America, the sub- 
ject of commercialism has been forced di- 
rectly into the foreground. 
Balfour re- 


torts to Mr. Harvey that "I for one.taJje 
less of a commercial view of the deal.;' 
Balfour has said that Great Britain Irad 
negotiated war loans with the United 
States for other nations, and that our gov- 
ernment had insisted in substance, if not 
in form, on British security. 
Mr. Har- 


vey denied that we had asked lor guaran- 
tees, and Balfour reiterates his statement. 


AYhen it is better to take the commer- 


cial view, or when the humanitarian, is 
one of the most difficult of all doubts to 
clarify. 
Commerce has played a great 


part, in human progress as it has brought 
peoples^ of different races, colors and 
creed into business relationship, and has 
spread ideas of liberty cveryv.-herc. Com- 
merce has been one of the most valuable, 
one of the most influential and effective, 
forces of.civilization. On the other hand, 
eo!mr?ice has been the canst- of many 
wars and much retrogression. Allied vrith 
polices and capital, it lias shown greed 
and rapacity, and has started wars and 
taken the bloodstained spoils of conflict. 


"Were it possible for all statesmen to 


consider the great economic and political 
troubles of the world from "Ics.-; of a 
commercial view" for a while commerce 
would derive as much benefit as humanity 
from the arrangement which could and 
would be made. It is strange that the 
.materialized view should be taken by 
most governments and statesmen after a 
war with the highest ideals as its inspira- 
tion. The spirit of mercy should vie with 
the sense of justice in order to bring 
about adjustments which are necessary 
to 
restoration of normal 
conditions. 


Sacrifices must be exchanged by the lead- 
ing nations, and compromises are im- 
perative. 


But it would be too much to expect the 


governments of worried nations to come 
to the kindly point of view quickly. " It is 
natural that they should first try to se- 
cure all the advantages or gain within 
their reach. 
Europe's situation can be 


eettled only by "less of a commercial 
view."

BLOCS 


In an address to a large audience in 


Ohio State university. Prof. Charles E. 
Merriam of the University of Chicago ac- 
cused the noii-voter of being the ''great- 
est grafter in politics." accepting the ben- 
efits of government, yet assuming none of 
the responsibilities. On the other hand. 
he partially excused the evasion by ex- 
plaining that the formation of powerful 
self-interest blocs in "Washington has 
had the effect of quenching party zeal. 


Prof. Merriam made the assertion that 


neither of the two great parties could ap- 
ply any policy or enact any legislation 
•which these blocks, representing special 
groups, did not approve. Parties are re- 
quisite to the sound operation of repre- 
sentative government. 
On the other 


hand, groups not only tend to dismem- 
ber each of these great voter's organiza- 
tions, but their motives and influence, 
being selfish, are detrimental to equit- 
able, efficient, economical government. 


Nevertheless, the fault of the citizen 


of failing to vote cannot be condoned, as 
it passively strengthens and encourages 
bloc legislation. In fact, the duty of the 
citizen to take an interest in his party and 
to vote is more urgent than normally, for 
lie can, by experiencing his most precious 
right, overcome the mercenary supremacy 
of, selfish combinations. 
Prof. Merriam 


indicated that less than half of the 54.- 
000.000 citizens -eligible to vote voted 
in the last election. Is not this apathy 
to blame for governmental discourage- 
ments and for the power and cffrontry of 
groups seeking selfish gain and privilege t

If any fuel is being conserved in the present fuel 


famine," there is one thing certain; the other fellow 
is conserving it. Enter any store, business office 
or home in the famine district and you will probably 
find the thermometer registering the usual extreme 
of tropical warmth and desert aridity, and the in- 
mates wondering what ails them. 


There is no use trying to argue that folks should 


not keep nice and warm, for-keeping warm is one 
of man's most primitive instincts. To advise people 
not to keep warm would be quite as silly as to ad- 
vise them not to expose themselves- to cold. It 
might be all right to advise an imbecile to be care- 
ful not to expose himself to cold, although he prob- 
ably wouldn't know enough to heed such advice. I 
suspect some health officers assume that ours is a 
community of imbeciles. 


It would pay employers of office, shop or factory 


workers to detail ono individual to act as humidity 
monitor for the shop, some one to keep close tab 
on the thermometers—good, accurate, mercury ther- 
mometers placed here and there in the shop—and to 
see to it that the humidity never shall fall below 
the danger point. 


Of course a thermometer doesn't indicate humidity 


but nevertheless it affords a pretty fair means of 
gauging the humidity indoors. With a few excep- 
tions, such as laundries and swimming pools, it may 
be taken as the rule that when the-tcmpcraturo in 
an artificially heated room rises above 68 degrees 
F. the humidity—well, when the mercury soars 
there ain't goin' to be any humidity to speak of, 
and that is one reason why such atmosphere de- 
presses everybody 
in 
the 
room 
physically 


and mentally, and slows up operations, mus- 
cular or neural. A humidity monitor should keep 
the room temperature between 60 and 64 degrees F. 
where workers are doing active physical work, and 
between 65 and 68 degrees F. in office rooms where 
nobody ever works but just sits and thinks or talks 
or writes or otherwise passes the time. 


The humidity monitor should throw open the win- 


dows whenever the temperature hovers around the 
danger point. Old maids o£ either sex might call 
him a humidity monster for this, but it is the health- 
ful way and the only -way to avoid the very real dan- 
ger of excessive humidity. 
Just what is that danger? 1 can't define it in 


a word. It is clear enough in my own mind, how- 
ever. It means susceptibility to all of the respir- 
atory infections, and that means most of the ills 
which people have in the low indoor humidity sea- 
son. When misguided coddlers speak, so postrvely 
and obstinately, of their tendency toward chilling 
on trifling exposure, they are unconsciously confess 
ing an injury from low humidity, that is. the re- 
sult of overheating the air they breathe. Likewise 
when unenlightened parents complain of the con- 
stant nose of throat troubles of their coddled chil- 
dren, theyrcxpress an injury from low humidity 
and excessive indoor heat. 


Accurate thermometers are good for the health, if 


vou know1 how to use them.

There were trees, grass and shaded 
walks. It was never thought of for 
a moment that a park might one day 
be used a3 a camping place. 


And yet this is just what St. Louis 


did. Forest park was the one cool 
place available In the summer as a 
refuge from the blazing pavements 
and crowded narrow canyons In the 
congested districts of the city. 
Ha- 


rassed mothers flocked to it with pale 
babies, limp from the heat. Children 
played under the trees on the cool 
grass.

Follette, that can mean only one thing, 
namely, that there is competition, and that 
prices are determined by the most efficient 
organization. If not, it is clear that a smaller 
company would undersell the Standard, and- 
so bring prices down. The purpose of the 
report is to break up and destroy the more 
efficient organization for production and de- 
livery of oil and oil products. What would 
it leave as a substitute? 
Numberless small 


concerns, doing business inefficiently and with 
high overhead costs, which without the com- 
petition of the Standard would immediately 
force prices up, not down. Incidentally it 
would stimulate promotion of all sorts of 
wildcat oil companies which would dupe 'in- 
vestors or speculators and help raise the price 
of oil products.

"Such thinking and such attacks upon suc- 


cessful business of any kind threatens the 
-same disaster. It means demoralization of 
industry and energy and threatens an end to 
all improvement. 


"The writer of this editorial does not now 


own,-and never has owned, nor expects to 
own, one shajpe of Standard or any other oil 
stock. He has, however, owned flivvers, which 
consume oil products. He can understand 
how owners of automobiles would like to see 
the price of gasoline and oil come down. He 
can understand how a man like La Follette 
would seek the approval of the millions of 
automobile owners in this country by shout- 
ing that they are being robbed, and promising 


(to stop it. But he believes too much in the 
intelligence of automobile owners to think 
they will seek lower prices of gasoline by 
destroying the "most efficient producer and 
distributor of gasoline.
